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Evans Wastewater Utility Rate Change takes effect in April of 2022

The City of Evans has an ongoing commitment to provide its residents

with well-maintained infrastructure with the capacity to grow. In order

to do that, the city's Wastewater Utility rate structure will change in the
spring of 2022. Residents and commercial users will see the new rates
reflected in utility bills effective April 1.

Residential Users

With the new rates, residential users whose average monthly winter
water usage (December- February) is 4,000 gallons or less will see a
$2.76 per month decrease on their base rate to $40.52 per month.
Residential users currently pay a flat rate of $43.28 per month. Those
who use in excess of 4,000 gallons per month will pay a consumption
amount of $5.34 per 1,000 gallons, for usage above the 4,000 gallons included in the base rate.

Commercial Users

With the new rates, all commercial users will be classified together and have a base rate of $40.52 plus $8.45 per 1,000 gallons of
consumption after 4,000 gallons of use per month. This base rate will include the first 4,000 gallons of the average winter use per
month. Businesses currently classified as 2 and 3 could see rate increases, while users in category 4 could see reductions in overall
bills depending on monthly usage. Commercial users currently pay both a flat rate and consumption based rate depending on
classification of the business.

Benefits to residents and applications of the rate change

The rate change is necessary to fund the City's anticipated Wastewater Treatment Plant (WWTP) expansion construction with an
estimated total cost of $39.7 million. This is necessary to expand the plant's capacity to meet current and future needs in our
growing community. In addition to funding the upcoming WWTP expansion, the wastewater rates must also support the ongoing
operations and maintenance of the wastewater system, service any existing and proposed debts, and sustain a reasonable level of
financial liquidity.

What is it?

City cleanup events occur twice per year in the spring and fall to assist
Evans residents in disposing of large or bulky trash and debris. The
purpose of the event is to supplement weekly trash service with an
opportunity to dispose of tree limbs, yard debris, unwanted furniture,
and other regular household waste.

Who can participate?

All residents of Evans are welcome to participate in the City Cleanup Event
with proof of residency such as a driver's license or water bill verifying
their home address.

How much does it cost?

Evans utility customers will receive one free voucher per event by mail.

Additional loads cost $10 and that covers one pickup load or small
trailer of trash or yard debris. Larger loads will require additional fees as
calculated by staff. Tires start at $3 each and have variable pricing based
on the size, and type of tire. Tires are not covered by the free, mailed
voucher.

What is not accepted?

Household hazardous waste, electronics, fluids, and other toxic or
hazardous waste is not accepted at the event. Many of these items may be
recycled throughout the year at various locations.

Boats, vehicles, recreational vehicles, hot tubs, and other oversized items
will not be accepted. Please contact a salvage yard or waste hauler for
more information on disposing of these items.

the trailer, and contact the organizer with a code to unlock
the trailer. The organizer may then unlock and use the
contents of the trailer, and when finished, replace clean
items to their designated locations, and lock the doors.
Staff will return during working hours to retrieve the trailer.

Who can reserve it?

Any resident of Evans, 18 or older, is eligible to reserve the
trailer. The applicant must demonstrate in the application
that the event is a community event such as a block party or
neighborhood watch meeting, and not a private event such
as a birthday or graduation party.
